A local event of great interest to 
the Catholics of Narberth and vicinity 
was brought to a close on Tuesday of 
last week, too late for notice in the 
last issue of Our Town. This was 
the attainment by Rev. R. F. Cowley, 
rector of St. Margaret's Church of his 
quarter century mark in the priest- 
hood, over fifteen years of which he 
has spent in Narberth as organizer 
and first pastor of SI. Margaret's par- 
ish. 

To the retiring disposition of Father 
Cowley and his desire for a quiet 
observance of his Silver Jubilee may 
be attributed the fact that no partic- 
ular plans were laid for a formal cele- 
bration by the parishioners. In ob- 
servance of the occasion and to please 
his parishioners, a solemn high mass 
of thanksgiving was celebrated by 
him at 10 A. M. on the Sunday previ- 
ous to the anniversary date. Assist- 
ing him at this sacred function were 
Revs. Denis A. Corbett and Thomas 
C. Brennan, both of St. Charles' Sem- 
inary, Overbrook, as deacon and sub- 
deacon respectively. The preacher 
was Rev. James J. McCloskey, of St. 
Veronica's, Philadelphia, who spoke 
eloquently on the dignity of the priest- 
hood, in the presence of a large con- 
gregation. Magnificent singing by a 
largely augmented choir, with Mr. S. 
A. Rudolph as tenor soloist, charac- 
terized the rendering of Mercadante's 
Mass, whilst the altars and sanctuary 
were resplendent in their wealth of 
floral decorations, electric lights and 
the sheen of silver ornamentation. 
The Misses McMenamin and Lynch 
had charge of the altar decorations. 

The members of the congregation, 
however, were not disposed to allow 
the happy occasion to pass without 
asserting their prerogative and their 
right to offer congratulations to their 
pastor, which they did in a substan- 
tial manner. Unknown to him a quiet 
canvass of the parish had been prev- 
iously made and a testimonial purse 
of $505 was raised in a short time, 
as a jubilee gift and a token of the 
esteem and loyalty of his people. 

Sunday, May 21st, was the date 
fixed for the testimonial function. On 
that evening Father Cowley was sum- 
moned to the parish hall where he 
was warmly greeted on his entrance 
by a representative gathering of 
members of his congregation. After 
a few introductory remarks by Mr. 
A. W. Brockmeyer. the presentation 
address was made by John Gilroy, 
Esq., to which the Rev. Jubilarian re- 
sponded briefly, assuring them of his 
appreciation of their great though un- 
merited kindness and his gratitude for 
such a manifestation of their loyalty 
and good will. 

On Monday the children of the par- 
ish had their say, and in the after- 
noon honored their pastor with an

A Missouri correspondent of The 
Companion comes loyally to the de- 
fense of the Osage orange, which we 
permitted ourselves to speak of as a 
wood that has no particular value 
beyond its use as a dye stuff. 

The Osage orange, he says, is a 
favorite hedge plant in the Middle 
West, becauyse it grows very quickly, 
endures close trimming, and forms a 
tough, efficient barrier when used 
for fencing. In or out of the ground, 
it is remarkably durable, and Osage 
fence posts sell at high prices. Far- 
ther south than Missouri it grows 
tall enough to be used for telegrap'i 
and telephone poles. 

In the extreme south, where in the 
vernacular it is known as "bow 
dock" (apparently a contraction of 
hois d'arc), it is much used in the 
manufacture of cart and wagon 
wheels. The wood is tough and hard, 
and it contracts and expands very 
little when exposed to the extremes 
of flood or drought. 

As a fuel Osage wood has few 
equals, and live stock often eat its 
fruit, the hedge orange or hedge 
apple. 

Planted in groves, the tree grows 
rapidly and appears to be absolutely 
free from disease. The heart wood, 
a brilliant yellow color, is beautiful 
both in color and grain; used for in- 
terior finish, it will take a high 
polish. 

The characteristics that make its 
enemies abuse the Osage orange are 
the very qualities that recommend it 
to its friends. The seasoned wood is 
so hard that you can hardly drive 
a nail or a fence staple into it. The 
dense mass of tough branches and 
needle-pointed thorns make a fine 
fence, but they irritate the men who 
must attack a neglected, overgrown 
hedge. The very sturdiness and 
hardiness that enable the Osage 
orange hedge to endure rough treat- 
ment and to hold its own against 
the assaults of live stock are likely 
to annoy the man who wishes to 
change his fence lines and must sub- 
due a string of hedge to do so. — 
Youth's Companion.

As last year, Mr. Stites will act as 
chairman of the committee having 
charge of the show, and it is expect- 
ed that the exhibits to be shown this 
year will surpass those offered in 
1915, when the Y. M. C. A. Building 
was crowded with appreciative on- 
lookers. More than thirty classes are 
offered for competition and an oppor- 
tunity is given to every one, whether 
his garden be large or small, to enter 
an exhibit. In the Flower Show of 
last year many refrained from com- 
peting, evidently fearing that their 
offerings would be lost sight of in 
the larger exhibits. As a matter of 
fact, many of the most beautiful 
vases and baskets of flowers in the 
show were those containing only two 
or three beautiful specimens of roses, 
peonies and the like. 

The children's class will again be 
a feature of the show. This year a 
first prize of $5 in gold and a second 
prize of 52.50 in gold is offered for 
the best and most attractive vase or 
basket of wild flowers shown by chil- 
dren under fifteen years of age. The 
competition in this class at last year's 
show was most spirited and great ad- 
miration was aroused by the attrac- 
tiveness and beauty of the flowers 
shown by the children.

Class 8 — Best vase or basket, 
peonies, pink, 3 blooms. 

Class 9 — Best vase or basket 
peonies, scarlet, 3 blooms. 

Class 10— Best vase or basket 
peonies, mixed, any number. 

Class 11 — Best vase or basket del- 
phinium (larkspur) light blue, 6 
stalks. 

Class 12— Best vase or basket del- 
phinium (larkspur) dark blue, 6 
stalks. 

Class 13— Best G blooms^ columbine, 
single. 

Class 14— Best 6 blooms columbine, 
mixed colors. 

Class 15 — Best vase or basket Can- 
terbury Bells. 

Class 16 — Best vase or basket Sweet 
William. 

Class 17— Best vase or basket Fox- 
glove. 

Class 18— Best vase or basket Iris, 
any color. 

Class 19— Best vase or basket Pop- 
pies, any color.
